Thus economies had been effected by trying to 
cut down the wage bill and also on the materials 
side. .The only item which had not shown an 
appreciable increase was the maintenance of 
parks, recreation grounds, and plantation. This 
item had increased from £2,553 before the war 
to £2,667 last year. In his opinion, 
Pembroke was a model township in this 
respect. Lord Pethbroke, or his predecessors, 
had big ideas, and laid out the township in a 
way which was a credit to any township in the 
United Kingdom, but the result had been to 
add considerably to the expenses. Comparing 
the acreage of Pembroke with that of Rath- 
mines or any township like Pembroke, they 
would see that all the other places were much 
more densely populated.

INFANT IMORTALITY IN DUBLIN, 

The annual general meeting of the Women's 
National Health Association of Ireland opened 
in the Lecture Theatre of the Royal Dublin 
Society yesterday, the Marchioness of Aberdeen 
and Temair |presiding. 

Lady Aberdeen, in the course of her opening 
address, said that the world was a; last awaken- 
ing to the prgent necessity of “dealing nation- 
aliy and internationally with the great gues- 
tions of public health. The war had once 
more pressed home on the world that those 
nations werp strongest whose citizens were 
healthiest, and that the greatest asset of 
every countty were its little children. The 
great epidemic which had ewept over the globe 
had also ape AE a how interdependent they 
were upon óne another, and how they should 
combine to use all their forces to vanquish 
preventible disease and suffering. She reminded 

meeting | how the W.N.H.A, had for the 
last eleven years endeavoured to carfy on an 
educational pampaign against tuberculosis, in- 
fant mortality, umpure uulk, bed housing, un. 
suitable food, and had worked to promote 
jeasures for the protection and care of 
others and| young children, and also for school 
children, and how the different branches 
throughout the country had done fine pioneer 
work along the very lines which were now being 
taken up and encouraged*from a national point 
of view. Thp Association had a splendid oppor- 
tunity of prpving the value of the experience 
and training |jof its workers, and of showing how 
effective the| co-operation of voluntary end 
efhcial workdrs could. be. Only they must see 
to it that women were given the opportunity 
of taking théir full share of this work, and for 
that purpose| they must get women on all the 
various local puthorities. A cordial welcome had 
been accorded to the Association’s Travelling 
Child Welfare Exhibition in a recent tour in the 
South, and they had had continued success 
with the Dublin Babies’ Clubs.

DENTAL CLINICS. 

Lady Dookrell, of the Blackrock Association, 
urged the advisability of the inelusion of 
mothers, us well as children, in the benefits of 
the treatment at the Dental Clinics. : 

Mr. Bermingham read the report of the work 
done by the Gordon Dental Climo during the 
year. He had attended on 62 occasions, the 
maximerm number allowed. The children whe 
visited the elinic were 872, of whom 102 were not 
treated, and 770 were treated. The average 
daily attendance of children was 16. About 
20.000 children required treatment in the dis 
trict, and leas then 5 per cent. reeeived it. 
Consequently there was a large amount of work 
of an essential nature on hand if the means 
were forthooming. There was a great necessity for 
a scheme much as Lady Dockrell had suggeste:, 
and he thought that fathers, as well as mothers, 
should receive treatment. .
